Oakland citizens will get a 
jchance at this coming February 
election to vote for or reject two 
school bond propositions totaling 
| $30,000,000 for the repair of old

The school bond propositions 
| were assured of appearing on the 
ballot when the Oakland Board of 
|Education unanimously adopted a 
jresolution to this effect at a pub- 
jlic meeting held here Tuesday 
evening. 


| Specifically, the propositions eall 
for 1.) a bond issue off $22,852,000 
for the repair, reconstruction or 
jreplacement of schools now 
| deemed unsafe as regards earth- 
|quake and fire protection, and 2.) 
|a bond issue of $7,148,000 for the 
| purchase of new sites and the con- 
|struction of new schools. 
| Action by the Board members 
followed a spirited discussion of 
|the bond proposals by several pri- 
|vate citizens who attended the 
| session.
